On 
these days the boats and trains take great 
throngs of people to pretty places where 
the children can run on the grass and have 
all of the thousand and one sorts of fun 
offered by that dearest and most tenactous 
of old sportr, the picnic. 

Every Sunday school in St. Louis gives an 
@nrual picnic. They began the first week 
in June, and they will follow each other in 
Fapid succession until the hot weather 
comes. The attendance upon them is enor- 
mous. Some of the larger churches enter- 
tuin as many as 6&(0 persons at their annual 
Pienic. The favorite picnic grounds are 
slong the river. There are others on the 
Pallroads ar< out on the Meramec river, 
Dut such pla¢es as Montesano Park catch 
the greater throngs. Such a pienic com- 
bines @ river ride with a romp fn the woods, 
and ‘this is a double attraction which few 
children can resist.

‘It would be a great treat to the pro- 
fessonal picnickers of St, Louis to attend 
the picnic of the’ Episcopal Indlan schoo!

| You must not think that the picnic fs not 
as original with the Indians as it is with 
us. It is very old with both of us. We 
read that the men of Benjamin, being with- 
out wives, laid in wait for the’ maids of 
Shiloh to come out and dance on the grass, 
when each man seized a girl for him- 
self. That was a long time ago, but the In- 
dians probably had picnics just as far 
back, for their festival day remains the 
greatest annual happening within their 
country. They say it has always been so. 
It is a picnic pure and simple. They feast 
and have fun and keep it up from dawn un- 
til far into the night. 


I saw one of these picnics at Santo Do- 
mingo, N. M., one of the Pueblo Indian 
towns. None but Indians live in the town. 
so ft was wholly given over to the pinic. 
The children began the sports with a game 
which, for lack of the proper name, I will 
call Sweep the Streets. Boys and girls to 
the number of Wfty and sixty joined hands 
until the line reached entirely across tho 
street. Then they ran, whooping as young 
Indians can whoop, sweeping the street 
clean. They caught in their net dogs, men, 
women and smaller children, knocking them 
all flat on their backs and rushing on, 
irresistible, to the end of the street. That 
was a plenic game I had never seen. Pos- 
sibly they invented it to take the place or 
the swing, which no Pueblo boy or girl 
may have because there are no trees to sus-

HONOLULU, May %.—To a very tran- 
sient visitor the keynote of Hawaii is the 
glorious triumph of higher civilization over 
what sentimentalists may call the pictur- 
esqueness of barbariam. 


That this civilization was abroed in the 
land was foreshadowed as I looked out 
through the porthole of my cabin, shortly 


after a tropical dawn For the soft, gray 
sky, the gleaming gray sea and the fawn- 


colored island in the offing were but & set- 
ting to a black tumultous cloud which hung 
in somber relief against the dun mountain 
and the pearly sky. It was the soaring 
emblem of civilization—a cloud of soft coal 
smoke. 

I had but @ short Gay in which to get im- 
pressions of the island, for our ship sailed 
again that afternoon at 6, s0 we determined 
to see three things in Honolulu, the mu- 
seum, & hula dance and the surf-boating 
riders. 

By Trolley to low 

the Museum. 

First we visited thé museum, reaching it 
on admirable trolley cars, made in 8t. 
Louis, Mo., with 5-cent fares and transfers, 
and printed warnings not to talk to the 
motorman. The waving palm trees and 
tropical gardens that we buzzed by looked 
at first jarringly incongruous (it is very 
difficult to make a cocoanut palm or a - 
tree full of royal purple Bougan villa 

up to date), but we soon got used to th 
discordant ‘notes in the symphony of civ- 
lization. 

We found the museum an interesting 
place where the free-born American Kan- 
aka or hop-howli can study in glass cases 
the relics of the original abysmal state 
from which he has been uplifted. Here he 
can look with contempt on the red and yel- 
low feather war helmets of his ancestors, 
their fearsome war masks, their carved 
wooden clubs and lances, and their shark’s 
teeth daggers; he can reflect how difficult 
it was for men to kill each other with those 
crude weapons; and he can realize with 
pride how entirely this difficulty has been 
overcome by the contrivance of civiliza- 
tion. 

In these glass cases he can see the hid- 
eous idols e of the skulls of the men 
before which his misguided ancestors bowed 
down and worshipped and can feel with 
thanksgiving that this antiquated idolatry 
has been supplanted by a (fin-de-siecle 


-! brand, brought by that enterprising, eccle- 


siastica] drummer—the missionary. 


Hula Dance Under 
Modern Conditions, 

The next number of our program was & 
hula. This used to be a religious species 
of danse du ventre. It was performed by 
Kanaka woman in short grass skirts and 
garlands of leaves. Danced in the sav- 
agely devotional fashion to the accom- 
paniment of a monotonous chant and a 
throbbing tom-tom, it did not lack a cer- 
tain grotesque dignity. 

Now, however, it is strictly prohibited by 
our decent and God-fearing government. 
But the traveler who wishes to see native 
customs has only to find an obliging hack- 
man, who in turn’will find some obliging 
hula girls, who in their turn will dance 
clandestinely in a hovel in the suburbs of 
Hololulu, 

All the accessories were present for it; 
the grass skirts, the leafy wreaths and 
garlands, the bottle-shaped tom-tom, the 
dancers and the chanters. But in place of 
the religious inspiration there was a smell 
of gin and beneath their garlands ’ and 


la 


‘| grasses the dancers wore clothes. 


The hula, which has originally been kept 
innocent and even solemn by its sincerity 
of superstitions and its decency of naken- 
edness, was now made wanton and de 
praved hypocrisy and the indecency of 
clothes. This was, however, but the petty 
price it had to pay for being cleansed of 
its barbarism and endowed with the spirit 
of civilization. 

When the hulu was done we went out 
to Waikiki to see the natives ride on their 
surf boards.

Mother Hubbards, 


In their old.and unregenerate days the 
Kanaka did not know the very name of 
modesty. Such was their lack of it that 
they Could behold a fellow human being 
naked without even a ludicrous thought. 
In those old days one might see many 
hundreds of them, whole families, in nude 
domesticity, spending long summer days 
out in the ocean. There one might s¢e 
splendid bronze status poised on frail pe- 
destals of boards, come shooting into shore 
on the foaming crest of the swirling surf. 

Now we have changed all that. The 
proprieties must be respected. The na- 
tives must hide their nakedness in long 
linen “mother hubbards.”" If they desire to 
swim they must swim in these vestures of 
enlightment ‘and progress. As they cannot 
live without water, they go into it “mother 
hubbard” and all, satisfying themselves 
with the mutilated, crippled remnant of 
swimming that their clinging linen gar- 
ments still leave possible, and after com- 
.ing out contract pneumonia and die. Thus 
by the all-wise workings of —, and 
progress are they redeemed from a bar- 
barous life, just in time to die a civilized 
death—a consummation to the everlasting 
Slory of civilization that has redeemed and 
killed them. 

But glories have morals as well as have 
shames and the moral to all this glory

The historic town of Cahokia, four miles 
south of Wast St. Louls, was submerged 
last night, and the 300 inhabitants fled for 
their lives from the rapidly rising water. 
Rev. Father Numbower, pastor of the 
Church of the Holy Family in Cahokia, led 
in the work of taking the residents from 
the inundated town. With a team and 
large wagon he made r*reated trips from 
the town to points a mile or more east, 
where his passengers were given a good 
start in their filght toward higher land. 
The heroic priest's example was followed 
by several owners of teams. 

Farmers whose homes are near Cahokia 
joined the residents of the village in their 
precipitate fiight. 

The breaking of the Conlogue railroad 
tracks, on which the people had relied 
for protection from the advancing water, 
admitted the flood, which roge rapidly. 
W. K.. Naple, a farmer of the neighbor- 
hood, brought to the East St. Louis police 
headquarters the story of the Cahokia 
flood and appeal for immediate aid with 
a steamboat. He said he believed it would 
be difficult, with the small. number of 
wagons at command, to get all the people 
out of the town, and that without a boat 
household goods could not be saved. 

It was found that no boat could be had 
before morning. 

Naple said that the rise in the streets 
of the old village was remarkably rapid.- 
The break in the track embankment oc- 
curred at 7 d’clock. 

At the ordinary stage of the water the 
town of Cahokia, which was on the river 
before the Mood of 1844, is two” miles inland. 


BLACK WALNUT 
LIVES IN JEOPARDY 


At 10 o'clock last night Acting Chief of 
Police Gillaspy received a telephone mes- 
sage from Sheriff John H. Dierker ot St. 
Charles County, asking in the name of 
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CAHOKIA RESIDENTS FORCED TO FLEE FOR THEIR LIVES; 
ST. CHARLES FAMILIES ARE IN IMMINENT DANGER: 


EAST ST. LOUIS BATTLES ALL NIGHT TO KEEP OUT FLOOD 
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of the refugees in the Missourl bottoms, 
lyIng between the Missouri and the Mis- 
sissippi. He declared that unless a steamer 
was sent to the rescue within the next 24 
hours many lives would be lost. 

Chief Gillaspy learned from the harbor 


officials that the only available boat in 
port was the Mark Twain. Her fires were 
out, he was informed, and the crew had 
gone to their homes. The bout could not 
be put in service before morning, he was 
tceld, and he stated the condition of affairs 
to Sheriff Dierker. 

The sheriff said messages for aid had 
been sent to Alton and Hermann. Steamers 
are the only effectual mode of reli¢f, as the 
cross currents make it impossible for a 
skiff to pass through them, if they carry 
any weight whatever. He said that assur- 
ances had been received from Alton that a 
steamer would be sent and that Hermann 
is also expected to respond. 

A relief expedition is expected to leave 
Alton for the flood scene early this morn- 
ing, but the sheriff stated that the calls for 
aid from a dozen places north and south of 
gt. Charles were so urgent that several 
heavy draught boats were needed. 


Mayor’s Appeal 

- Made in Vain. 

Sheriff Dierker said that early Saturday 
morning Mayor Edward Paule of St. 
Charles telephoned to St. Louls steamboat 
men and urged that a steamer be sent at 
ance to the relief of the hundreds of fami- 
lies, who were calling for help. 

The mayor's efforts to charter a steamer 
failed, as the craft in the St. Louis har- 
bor were engaged clsewhere. Alton and 
Hermann boat owners were then appealed 
to. 

The ferryboat J. P. Gage, ¥s the only 
available steam craft at St. Charles. It

Thousands of Men in 
Barricades a Mile 


By the flare of torches a thousand men 
fought the flood along the banks of Ca- 
hokia creek last night. They were beating 
back the waters which threatened to engulf 
the lower portions of East St. Louis. 

The bank of the creok was the battle 
ground, but it was an inland sea with which 


they battled. 

Carloads of sand bags were the weapons 
with which the workers fought the ad- 
vancing waves that threatened to engulf 
the entire tract between the viaduct and 
the Relay depot. 

Merchants and day laborers worked side 
by side in the light of the torches, building 
a huge bank to keep the backwaters of the 
creek by force within bounds, 

The terminal tracks were abandoned to 
the water, and the principal effort of the 
workers was to save the dwellings and 
other buildings. 

Barricades were built, against which the 
fiood hurled itself, only to be hurled back. 
The waters were kept at bay, but they 
were not repulsed. 

The battle still rages. The fiood re- 
members not the Sabbath day, and neces- 
sity will excuse the city’s defenders in the 
disregard of the same mandment.

Looking down from the middle span of 


- the Eads bridge yesterday afternoon, cer- 


tain persons in the great throng that lined 
the railings saw a Lilliputian in the grip 
of the Brobdignag. 

Upon a huge log that rolled and tossed 
in the mad curent rushing southward at 
a rate of pehaps ten miles an hour, a little 
bird, a tiny song sparrow, struggled to 
keep a footing. Evidently injured as to 
wing power, the midget bit of life hopped 
grittily about, flopping to the top side of 
the log as the awkward craft rolled and 
careened. 

“Oh, look at that poor little birdie!'’ ex- 
claimed a sympathetic young woman, 
whilst others were observing the big things 
-of the great flood. “Look! it will be 
drowned—no, it got on the log again. Isn't 
that a pitiful sight?’ 

But the log with its brave little passen- 
ger had swept underneath the great bridge 
and was plunging down towards Jefferson 
Barracks, Vicksburg; New Orleans, the 
Gulf, and ere long it was impossible to 
make out the tiny sparrow struggling for 
its life. 

That bird on the log, in the grasp of 
the mad waters. furnishes an epitome of 
the swollen Mississippi's tyranny over the 
things that it may suck into its mael- 
strom. 3 

Huge raft-like masses of driftwood, im- 
provised by the currents, swept past. Here 
floated a section of picket fence. There 
came a window sash, a door pancl 
wrenched from its place, the side wall of 
a@ plank house. Here and there the sur- 
face of the flood was black with gather- 


. Ings of minute flotsam; otherwise it was a 


murky, turgid, Tiber-like ocean of swirls 
and sweeping leagues of muddy water. 


Bridge Crowded 
With Sightseers. 


All day long the great bridge, an engin- 
was 
crowded with foot and trolley passengers, 
each curiously watching the ever changing 
panorama of the river. Now and then a 
Wiggins ferry boat, black and ugly, shot 
out from an. improvised landing place far 
up the levee on one or the other side of the 
river and tried to cut across the swift cur- 
rent. Borne down by the irresistible tide, 
the craft turned almost straight upstream 
to gain, inch by inch, the necessary head- 
way in ordér to reach the point chosen for 


~ its landing on the other side. 


From the bridge East St. Louls looked 
like a city in the sgn. Brightly the sun- 
light glinted upon Cho sites of the elevator 
buildings, the wareffauses and the. wharf- 
boats, rising sheer out of the glistening 
sheen of the placid pools of back water 
that poured over the railway embankments 
or seeped through them, seeking the water 
level and finding it, inch by itnch, hour by 
hour, that level rose higher and higher, the 
woter crept up to the door sills, flowed 
over and covered the floors and drove the 
humsin occupants to higher levels. 

On the 8t. Louis side, looking down from 
the bridge, one beheld the leveeless shore 
north and south merely a4 liné of bul!dings. 
broken at intervals by the narrow mouths 
of the streets, each mouth gutted with 
gaping humanity. South of the bridge lay 
eeveral large stenmboats, far in toward 
the elevated railway structure, which 
seemed only a few feet out of water. No 
sidewalks were visible, no surface railroad 
tracks, no wagon roadways. 

Just south of tho bridge the narrow tip- 
end of Washington avenue was awash with 
water, and the ancient houses at each cor- 
mer were emptied of their occupants on the

FOOD SUPPLY CUT OFF: 
MARKET 


PRICES RISE 


The fiood has commenced to affect .the 
prices of food products. Advances have 
been made in almost everything used on 
the table. Vegetables especially are affect- 
ed and both prices and qualities are unsat- 
isfactory to the purchasers. y; 

Most of the vegetables handled in &t. 
Louis are grown on the river bottoms near 
the city and are hauled to the market by 


teams. 
The principal difficulty is to get the need- 


ed commodities, as many of the vegetablo 


gardens are under water. Wholesale deal- 


ers on Third street say that the advance 
now is smal] compared with what it will be 

when the present supply is exhausted. 
Truck farms which have not been inun- 
dated by the flood have been deluged with 
the recent heavy rains, and the vegetables 
are rotting in the ground. 

New potatoes have been coming in by 
rail from the South and the difficulty in 
getting shipments through has caused an 
advance in price of 15 cents to 2 cents a 


bushel. The early potatoes which are used 
in St. Louls are mostly grown in the Name- 
aka and American bottoms, on the Illinois 
side, which section has been one of the 
heaviest sufferers from the break in the 
levee above Madison. | 


Dealers in meat report a scarcity in sup- 
ply, and have advanced prices. Most of the 
supply used here comes from East §8t. 
Louls, and with the packing houses shut 


must be drawn from the cold storage ware- 
houses. Teams have been busy all day 
hauling meats across the bridge, and 
butchers are filling their cold storage boxes 
to-their utmost capacity, to be prepared 
in case of a complete shutdown in the sup- 
plies. 

Horses are feeling the effect of a scaroity 
in.their food supply. Corn has advanced 
to 50 cents a bushel, and oats are above 4 
cents, with the supply decidedly limited.

THE JOYS OF DROWNING. 


An English Physician Holds Out 
Pleasures in Prospect for Suicides. 
From the London Medica! Press. 

We have not a considerable time read any- 
thing more dramatic and lifelike than the paper 
read by Dr. Lowson on this topic. Death by 
drowning has usually been described as @ pain- 
less and even a pleasant one, but Dr. Lowson is 
adle to contradict this. In the early stage the 
most striking thing was intense, intolerable pain 
in the chest.

People should not get alarmed yet about 
the corn crop, for with a favorable season 
from now on an abundant crop may be 

roduced. Medium early and early varie- 
ies planted in June will probably make 
good vields of good Seo corn. Also 
there is plenty of time yet for growing 
juaftir corn, sorghum, cowpeas, etc., which 
will take the place of corn in feeding. 

WHEAT—The wheat crop has been great- 
ly injured by too much rain. Several cor- 
respondents report damage from Hessian 

* fly, considerable loss from overflow, putting 
the present condition at only 69, compared 
with 8 one month ago. The present con- 
dition ig 18 points below the average for 
the past five years. The highest condition 
for the past five years was in 182, when 
it was 92 and the final yield was 20 bushels 
per acre. The lowest condition for the 
same perlod was June 1, 1899. when it waa 
only 87, and the final yleld that year was 
only nine bushels per acre. The average 
condition at present by sections is, for 
northeast section, 83; northwest, 88; central, 
61; southwest, &%, and southeast, 59. The 
southwest and southeast sections contain 
about 60 per cent of the acreage for the 
whole state. 

MBADOWS—Although weedy in some 
places and injured some on flat lands the 
average condition is 6 points above the five- 
year average and 14 polnts above the con- 
dition one year ago.

W. P. Brown Tells Why He 
Is and Will Continue to 
Bull the Market, 


DECLARES HE HAS NOT 
PROCEEDED UNADVISEDLY 


Prepared to Buy All the Cotton That 
May Be Offered, as the Demand 


Is Now Greater Than 
the Supply. 


NEW OREANS, La., June 6.—‘Cotton has 
cornered. itself; no man or set of men may 
be held responsible for the advances that 
have been made in recent months. Some of 
my friends have been kind enough to say 
that I have added to the material wealth 
of the South many millions of dollars by 
taking the ‘bull’ side of the cotton market 
and forcing prices up. I have done noth- 
ing of the sort; that is, I mean individual- 
ly. I have simply bought cotton at prices 
I thought were in consonance with de- 
mands for the staple. If what I have done 
has assisted in bettering the finanolal in- 
terests of the south, surely I am glad. But 
I claim that cotton itself has made the 
prices. I did not make them. It has been 
a simple question of supply and demand.” 

That was the way W. P. Brown, the 
“bull” leader, expressed himself when he 
was questioned about the remarkable quo- 
tations that have prevaidel for some 
months. He was asked to state, in his 
opinion, when the top notch wag to be 
reached. 

“lam a ‘bull’ now; was a ‘bull’ five years 
ago; will be a ‘pull’ for somne time to 
come,’’ he answered. ‘One must remember 
that the firm of W. P. Brown & Co. is not 
a ‘futuré concern. Weé6 buy cotton for de 
livery; buy cotton because as cotton mer- 
chants we have demands for so much of 
the product. We concluded years ago, when 
the staple was down to 4.75, that the 
inevitably was to go higher. The ‘bears 
had hammered a nécessary semmenedier 
down to figures that looked unreasonable, 
and were unreasonable. To me it was a 
plain case of buy at that figure; buy at 
quotations double; buy as we are buyin 
now, at figures almost treble those that 
existed five years ago.

“July cotton sold at 1% points lower in 
New York today than New Orleans sold,’ 
he was reminded. “Why did not that have 
some effect on the market here?’’ 

“Really, I cannot gay.”’ he replied. “One 
must remember that New Orleans ig a 
spot market. The cotton merchants of this 
city are not scalpers. They buy and se!] 
because theré are demands for the article 
itself. When facts confront us, we meet 
them. Futures are not dealt ‘In to any 
considerable extent, except by speculators. 
Our firm, as many others here, deala fn 
cotton itself. This {s a substantial market. 
It ls not @n erratic one now, nor has it 
been for a long time. In the spot market 
wo play second fiddle to no other.” 

‘How long is your campaign to last? 
Cotton continues to advance; do you not 
fee a stopping place?’’

DEAD AND WOUNDED 
MORE THAN 300 


Citizens Hard at Work Clean- 
Up and Burying the Dead 
—How the Storm Came 
Upon the City.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., June €—The one 
bright spot in the gloom which has over- 
spr this city since last Monday after- 
noon, when out of a clear sky a terrible 
tornado swept, leaving death and desola- 
tion in ite wake, has been the spirit of 
benevolence and charity manifested by its 
Sister cities in the state. 

Gainesville is not a large city, and when 
the disaster came ~-was unable alone to 
previde for the suffering and destitute. An 
appcal went forth and it was answered im- 
mediately by all the cities and towns in 
the state. The relief fund up to noon to- 
day umounted to nearly $20,000.

Nothing was injured in the old part.o 
the city. All the damage was done in the 
new part, near the depot. 
(For a mile alo the railway, as the 
aproache from Atlanta, lies 
windows, chairs, pieces of ma- 
chinery, planks, human garments, and 
numberless other evidences of the power 
of the storm. To look at these relics, 
it would not be possible to decide from 
what direction the wind came. The dam- 
ogee financially are estimated at $500,000, 
with no storm insurance.

‘The Postoffice Scandal Takes On New 


Phase and Fresh Inquiry Is 
Started by Authorities. 


WASHINGTON, June 6—An investiga- 
tion along a new line shows excessive ex- 


travagance in rentals paid for postoffices 
in the state of New York. The investiga- 


tion shows that $500,000 per annum is paid 
in this state alone by the United States 


in excess of normal commercial rentals for 


postoffices: As the leasee run for ten 
years, the total excess amounts to $5,000,- 
If the excess in one state if $600,000 a 
year, or $6,000,000 for the total life of exist- 
ing leases, what is the excess of the entire 
country? 

It may be that this explains the postal 
deficits, the inability of the government to 


adopt the parcels ‘post, and other modern}; 


improvements found in other countries, 


and the necessity for discrimination against 


second class mail matter. 

Confining the investigation to New York 
state, in which nearly every section has 
been covered, it is difficult to find an in- 
stance where the federal government 1s 
not paying from 25 to 30 per cent more than 
it should for rentals.@Jndeed, so universal 
is the excessive rate paid that bellef 
would be justified that an organized con- 
spiracy to advance and maintain the high 
figures of these rentals exists, or has ex- 
isted, for some time. “All the traffic will 
bear,”” seems to be the rule. 

Instances of 50 per cent above the rentals 
paid by private interes:s for like property 
similarly situated are many. Seventy-five 
per cent is not infrequent, while in some 
cases 100 and even 200 per cent has beer 
reached. 

Instances have been found where leases 
have been executed by the postoffice de- 
partment for the occupation of floors in 


buildings which were not in existence, but ,

Irish Lad is the property of Harry Payne 
Whitney and Herman B. Dwyer.- Whit- 
ney is the son of William C. Whitney, the 
great racing magnate and ex-secretary of 
the navy. Whitney and Dwyer race under 
the name of the Westbury stable. 

Irish Lad was probably the best 2-year- 
old in training on the Metropolitan tracks 
last year. His race in the Futurity, which 
was won. by Savable, was a fine perform- 
ance. With the enormous impost of 129 
pounds he finished sixth after being badly 
interfered with. 

As a 22-year-old Irish Lad started 10 times 
and won seven races. It is a rather curi- 
ous thing about him that when he was 
beaten he finished outside the money.

Louis Derby. 

He was bred and raced by the Ken- 
tueckvy firm of Woodford & Buckner, who 
had Leonatus at the head of their breed- 
ing stud. The same firm will endeavor to 
win the event again next Saturday with 
a colt called Bad News, by Flying Dutch- 
man, out of Black Sleeve. 

Bad News was one of the favorites for 
this year’s Latonia Derby, but .made a 
poor showing. This fact, however, should 
not excite prejudice against him. Horse 
racing is the most uncertain game in the 
world.

The Strip Reaches From Mojave, on 
the West, to the Colorado River, 
on the East. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—It is officially 
announced that on and after June 15, 1903, 
a certain portion of California hitherto un- 
settled and undeveloped will be thrown 
open to entry and reclamation. This strip, 
which stretches from Mojave on the west to 
the Colorado river on the east, comprises 
about 1,000,000 acres, and may be taken up 
either under the desert land act or as home- 
steads in 40 to 160 acre lots. 

Now is as good a time as any to warn 
prospective squatters not to go west and 
take up any of this desert acreage with the 
expectation of settling in a ‘‘promised 
land.”’ Irrigation or no irrigation, the vast 
sizzling stretches of desert lands to be 
thrown open to settlement will never repay 
any one the trouble and expense of making 
the run, unless, indeed, he should chance 
to discover oil or mineral wealth. 

While it is true the government is mak- 
ing extensive preparations to irrigate c¢tr- 
tain portions of the desert contiguous to 
the Colorado river, both in California and 
Arizona, only a comparatively small area 
will be available under the desert land act, 
for the reason that no lofty dams are to be 
constructed such as will irrigate millions 
of acres of land. It is the intention simply 
to divert the river waters at certain points, 
allowing them to fertilize, through’ the me- 
dium of canals, considerable land lying be- 
low the point of such divergence.

~ AT CHAUTAUQUA 


It Will Be Held in Connection 
With the Convention of 
American Civic Im- 
‘provement League. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., June 6.—In con- 
nection with the third annual convention 
of the American League for Civic Improve- 
ment, a Civic Institute will be conducted 
at Chautauqua. For an entire week stu- 
dents and workers in the field of civic 
improvement will be offered a program of 
lectures and conferences, under the guid- 
ance of some of the chief leaders in civic 
improvement, which will give for the first 
time a complete survey of the principles, 
achievements and hopes of this great 
movement. 

This institute will begin at ll a. m. Mon- 
day, July 13, with the first of a zerles of 
lectures on “‘Art ffi the Daily Life,” by 
Prof. John Quincy Adams of Philadelphia, 
in which the beautifying of American 


life and the elevation of the citizen will be 
the theme. On Monday evening the Amer- 
ican Park and Outdoor Association, which 
is in session at Buffalo the week previous, 
will hold a joint session with the American 
League for Civic Improvement. 

In another course of lectures on ‘“Con- 
temporary Society,’’ Prof. Charles Zueblin 
of the University of Chicago will whe wes 
to define the function of the various ef- 
forts being made today to improve social 
conditions. Dr. Charlies B. Gilbert will 
give a lecture treating of the place of the 
school and the school teacher in the im- 
provement of social institutions. 

A series of conferences, conducted b 
eminent specialists, will cover the tmmedi- 
ate practical problems of civic improve- 
ment—rural, urbam and national. Gov. R. 
B. La Follette of Wisconsin will speak on 
“Representative Government."" Evening iI- 
lustrated lectures on some of the most sig- 
nificant phases of civic betterment will 
furnish both entertainment and instruction. 
On Friday evening. at the annual banquet 
at the Hotel Atheneum, the presidential 
address will be delivered. On Saturday the 
business sessions of the convention will be 
held, the institute closing Saturday night 
with Mr. Albert Kelsey's prophetic treat- 
ment of ‘““‘The Model City,”” as exemplified 
by the proposed exhibit at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition and the plans for 
making the future Chautauqua a model 
community.

DUNGEON FOR MA 
WHOSTRUCK CHIL 


If Father Does Not Pay Her 
$5 a Month He Will 
Be Locked Up.

DES MOINES, Io., June 6.—For striking 
his 14-year-old daughter who spied on 
bis courtship with another woman not 
the child's mother, L. H. Phillips was 
fined: $100 in police court this morning 
and the novel provision made by Judge 
Silvara that the fine must be paid to a 
daughter in installments of $5 each. If 
the igstallments are not paid promptly 
Phillips will be thrown into a dungeon. 
Phillips, who denounced his divorced 
wife in open court, was fined an addi- 
tional $10, which the judge directed be 
pald also to the child. 4 

The incident happened near Scott street 
where hundreds were watching the flood. 

While walking along the dyke the 
daughter saw her father parading with 
a strange woman and followed him. 
Phillips noticd tfe child and ordered her 


to go back. She refused to obey, and 
becoming angry he struck her in the 
face, knocking her down. Mrs. Phillips 
ran to the assistance of her child, and 
this morning she swore out an informa. 
tion charging him with assault and 
battery. 

While the trial was in progress Phil- 
lips turned upon his former wife and 
threatened her with retaliation. Judge 
Silvara overheard the threat and fined 
him $10 for contempt of court. The 
udge also made it a condition of re- 
ease that Phillips should pay the fine to 
his little daughter. The delendaat was 
only too glad to comply with the con- 
ditions, and paid the money ‘to the child. 
The judge then fined him 6100 for assault- 
ing her, and exacted a promise from him 
to pay to his daughter $5 per month 
until the fine ts discharged. 

Phillips also agreed to this proposition. 
Should he‘fail to make the payments as 
agreed the child was instructed to report 
to the court, when a mitimus will be is- 
sued and Phillips cast into a dungeon 
and kept out of circulation until the 
score is squared.

-Hawali, an increase of 47,894 in the domestic fleld. The society 
sent 1,258,909 volumes abroad.

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A TASTE OF IMPERIALISM. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has decided in the case 
of Osaki Mankech!, a Japanese, convicted of manslaughter in 
Hawaii, that the constitution. did not follow the fiag to the 
island, but that Congress is supreme and can grant constitutional 
rights and privileges to annexed populations or deny them, as it 
pecs fit. Be 

When Hawall was annexed a joint resolution of Congress pro- 
vided that the Hawailin laws not contrary to the Constitution 
of the United States were to continue in force. 

Now the Constitution expressly declares that ‘‘no person shall 
be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime un- 
less on a presentment or indictment of a grandjury.” 

Osaki Mankechi was not given the benefit of this guarantee. 
He was not indicted by a grandjury. The old Hawalian pro- 
cess was employed in his case, and on this ground he petitioned 
for discharge. The Supreme Court, by a vote of 5 to 4, holds 
that the plea is not good and that the inhabitants of Hawaii 
are rot entitled to any of the constitutional guarantees of per- 
‘gonal liberty unless Congress expressly grants them. 

In other words, Congress, the creature of the Constitution, is 
greater than its creator over a part of the American domain. 

Commenting on the judgment of the court Justice Harlan, 
in a dissenting opinion, asks: 

“Can it be that the Constitution Is the supreme law in the 
@tater of the union and im the organized territories of the 
Tinited States between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and yet 
-¥s not the supreme law fn territories and among peoples sit- 
wated like the territory and people of Hawali, and over which 
the United States acquired all rights of sovereignty of whatso- 
ever Mind?” 

It is a pértinent question. Constitutional liberty at home— 
despotism in the “dependencies”—that seems to be the only log- 
feal inference to be drawn from the court's decision.

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CASH BRIBES AND OTHERS. 

Political corruption is not merely a question of petty bribes. 
That is a much too narrow view of the subject. It is broad ag 
human weakness and no public servant ts wholly exempt from 
temptations addressed to one or other of his besetting sins, 

When a poor saloon keeper, elected to office. sells his vote or 
service for a small bribe the indignation of the community boils 
over and we hear all sorts of complaints that citizens of the 
better sort do not actively interest themseives in public affairs 
and become public servants. 

But the better citizen who, with heroic patriotism, sacrifices 
his private interests by accepting office, does not always prove 
to be above considerations of selfishness. 

He scorns a cash bribe, and no boss or “legislative agent’’ 
would venture to offer him one. But is his eye always single to 
puldic duty? Bribés are not always in cold cash. Often they are 
subtle, impalpable, incorporeal, but not less seductive, corrupting 
and wicked. 

Eminent citizens tn office naturally have a fellow feeling for 
eminent citizens in private life. They meet daily at the club, 
in their offices and in the home. They want to stand well with 
each ee: what more natural. than that, when one has an 
ax to grin he -other is tempted to furnish the motive power 
at the grindstone? We all have axes, and who can tell when 
they will need sharpening? If, the eminént citizen in the Council 
or the Legislature or Congress is churlish about ft, or talks too 
plainly about the public interest, he puts his standing in peri] 
in those quarters where he greatly desires to stand well. 

Business advantage may be the inducement to vote for a 
measure pointedly in violation of ‘public right. This advantage 
may be seen to flow directly from the new ordinance or law. 
or it may lead up indirectly to future benefits, from which an 
adverse vote might exclude the eminent patriot.. Social -consider- 
ation weighs as heavily with some men as the prospect of mate- 
rial advantage. He can’t exclude the thought of it entirely from 
his mind when he votes on that measure so ardentty desired by 
his neighbor, whose wife can make or mar his wife's budding 
social fortunes. 

No: cold cash is the most rudimentary form of temptation and 
the one that is least employed. Political corruption, the wicked- 
est and most dangerous, .appears in a gracious, well-bred shape. 
But in either case a public trust is basely betrayed and the 
public interest sold for a bribe. 


The bottom farmers of the West may not feel so cast down 
when they read that thé farmers of New England have lost $70,-

WASHINGTON, June 6—“I will sitt the 
charges of fraud and corruption in the 
postoffice department to the bottom,” said 
President Roosevelt at the cabinet meeting 
today. : 

“Il wifl not go to Oyster Bay, or make 
any other arrangements for the summer 
until all the facts have been developed and 
the evils eradicated.” 

The President said it would probably re- 
quire several Gays to pick up all the loose 
ends involved in the postoffice investiga- 
tion, but that he intended to carefully study 
every feature of the situation. He will urge 
thoroughness andjexpedition. He will vir- 
tually assume pérsonal direction of the 
inquiry. 

The President did not criticise Post- 
master-General Payne. He simply declared 
that the full hideousness of the scandals 
must be brought to light. The cabinet met 
at 10 o’ciock,' an hour earlier than had been 
expected. Each member made a report on 
affairs in his jurisdiction. Mr. Payne told 
in general terms of the inquiry in his de- 
partment and the results thus far obtained. 
He said other revelations would necessar- 
ily come from time to time until its conclu- 


sion.

None of Mr. Payne's associates indulged 
in comment on the work of investigation, 
the President alone referred to his deter- 
mination to forego his summer vacation, if 
necessary to prosecute the discovery of 
recklessness and mismanagement. 

The President at the conclusion of his 
comments on the postoffice scandals, said 
it would require some time for him to 
decide whether he must take individual 
action in the matter. Hecould not tell 
what course might be necessary until ac- 
quainted with all the particulars. The 
cabinet took no official action of any kind 
In regard to postoffice matters. 

In this statement, which occupied a ma- 
jor portion of two hours and a half, the 
cabinet was in session, Mr. Payne said 
he believed the government would convict 
Mr. Machen and those under arrest.

This fact or coincidence will be taken 
as a leading clue by the inspectors, and 
redoubled exertions made to ascertain 
how far this system was carried in buy- 
ing material for public use. It is under- 
stood that many instances of fraud have 
been discovered in limited contracts, 
which were not continuing, where the 
Statutes of limitations prevent prosecu- 
tions. The law only reaches continuing 
contracts, suchas the patent letter box 
fasteners, for the purchase of which Mr. 
Machen is said to have accepted bribes.

Mrs. Hendrick Wants That 
Sum for Her Husband’s 
Affections.

NEW YORK, June 6.—Another chapter 
has been added to the romantic history and 
notoriety of Laura Biggar. An order of ar- 
rest has been signed by Justice Dickey, in 
Brooklyn, directed against Dr. Charles C.

@ delirium of enthusiasm, the Berlin teach- 
ers’ choir was awarded the palm of vic- 
tory from all Germany at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon in the greatest singing festival 


“? 4 ever held. 


Germany is within 10 days of election, 
¢he most momentous since her confedera- 
tion. Socialism has driven the forces of 
reaction and autocracy into their last in- 
trenchments and is about to attempt the 
capture of the very citadel of Shadow. 
But such a crisis, that may spell revolu- 
tion, cannot distract the German from the 
indulgence of his passion for music. 

For four days, Frankfort has been in 
ecstacy of musical exaltation. There was 
focused here in this grand tournament of 
gong the fine flower of choral talent from 
all Gérmany, to preside over which the 
Kaiser visited Frankfort for the first time 
in ten years. 

He only now has forgiven the affront to 
. his dignity then offered by the municipal- 
rd of Frankfort in haggling over his hotel 

ill. 

This stately city is surpassed by few in 
Europe in evidences of wealth and pros-

@olors by day and dazzling illuminations

The Emperor and Empress, with their 
‘two sons, Eitel Fritz and Adelbert, several 
princesses, minor royalties and a brilliant 
military suite left the royal castle at Weis- 
_baden at 9 o'clock each morning and made 
the 45-minute railway journey in a palatial 
imperial train. They arrived punctually at 
the singing hall for the opening morning 
geasion which lasted two hours. Then came

Showed Politics 
in Eaiser’s Action. 

Not only a rigorous sense of public duty, 
Wut also a shrewd perception of policy in- 
@uced the Emperor to face the well-nigh 
intolerable tedium of listening to a constant 
repetition of the same song over three days 
Dy 84 competing choirs—they were repre-

It was a clever kind of electioneering for 
the Emperor to identify himself at this 
juncture with their ruling passion 

The Kaiser himself in 1998 formulated the 
conditions under which this natfonal ‘“‘sing- 
ing battle’ is fought quadrennially in some 
important city. Only male amateur choirs 
of at least 100 voices are eligible, entrics 
belng made six months before the contest. 
Wach choir sings the same song set by a 
Musical commissioner. and another song 
Choten by itself. During five two-hour 
Geasions, on Thursday, Friday and this 
morning, 34 competing choirs went in turn 
through this program. . 

When the judges selected the twelve 
choirs, aggregating the highest number of 
mharks, who were to engage in the final 
struggle for supremacy this afternoon, the 
@urviving choirs were given a new song 
and music which were kept strictly secret 
ip to that moment, so they had barely an

There were numerous other prizes, all be- 
ing of considerable value, and the twelfth 
was won by the workmen’s choir from 
Essen, many of its members being em- 
ployed in Krupp’s gun factory. 

The singing hall, built specially for the 
contest, cost $40,000. It seats 4300 and pro- 
vides standing room for 1500 and accom- 
modation for 1700 members of competing 


It is constructed of wood and iron and 
has an elegant facade with a Renaissance 
tower 100 feet high, Ejghteen spacious en- 
trances and every other kind of conveni- 
ence is provided. Throughout the four 
days’ contests the hall was. thronged, seats 
being all subscribed weeks ago and un- 
obtainable even at a heavy premium. 


One Judge Retired 
Because of Scandal. 

Opposite the singing platform was an tm- 
mense royal box, decorated with the Ger- 
man eagle, having next it a tribune oc- 
cupied by ten expert judges, who awarded 
the prizes. 

One judge from Leipsic retired after the 
prize session. 

Rumor says there fs a scandal behind the 
incident, but no official dare speak of the 
subject. 

It is impossible to comprehend, except 
by actual seeing, the enthralling interest 
in these contests manifested by the vast, 
deeply-attentive audience. Most of the 
thousands of listeners followed the songs 
with the music. Many, armed with tuning 
forks, tested the singing as it proceeded. 

Such universal musical knowledge, taste 
and keenness is impossible in any other 
country and was participated in to the full 
by the Kaiser and Kaiserin. They stead- 
fastly sat out the proceedings from the be- 
ginning to the end. 

This afternoon the indomitable Kaiser re- 
turned to Wiesbaden more absolutely worn 
out than after a week's active military 
maneuvers. 

The Kalserin.on each day appeared In a 
new costume; elaborate and beautiful, but 


day she wore a pale yellow silk dress, 
richly embroidered soft lace fichu round 
her neck and hat to match. Her dress on 
Friday was a robe of almond green silk, 
the skirt embroidered in cream, a bolero 
jacket of the same shade and similarly 
embroidered, with large chiffon bow at the 
breast and toqfe, of the same color straw 
as the dress, with a wreath of pink roses 
and @ white aigrette. 


Only Occasional 
Cheering for Kaiser. 

German people are extremely undemon- 
strative over their ruler, according to 
American and English Meas. With huge 
crowds lining the roadways daily, his go- 
ing to and from the railroad station was 
only o¢casionally and  spasmodically 
cheered. 

The Emperor and Empress never noticed 
these manifestations, the Emperor merely 
saluting in military fashion with auto- 
matic precision and expressionless face. 

Fifty persons only were arrested for 
drunkenness during the celebrations which 
drew 50,000 visitors to Frankfort. 

In a dozen cases, that offense was compli- 
cated with leses majeste, owing to bibul- 
ous depreciation of the Mmperor. 

In addressing the choirs today, the Em- 
peror gave another instance of his as- 
tounding energy and extreme alertness by 
flattering his subjects by expressing his 
regrét that the choirs did: not sing Ger- 
man folk songs, and promising himself to 
make a compilation of these songs and 
have the same publishéd at the chéapest 
rate, 80 as to be brought within the reach 
of all his subjecte. 

“It is a happy fact,” said the Emperor, 
“that the cultivation of art does not suf- 
fer in-Germany in spite of the great 
amount of time consumed by the more seri- 
ous life work. 

“After all, I am astonished that laborers, 
who are all day in bad air, coal dust and 
heat have exhibited vocal qualities here

nique. 

“In this connection I must add what I 
have to say against your work. We have 
already reached in instrumental music the 
acme of intricacy. That may be charac- 
teristio, I cheerfully admit, but it is not 
beautiful. When, however, this style is 
carried into song you forget that the hu- 
man voice has a limit. What this style 
of composition leads to ts proven by the 
fact that most of your societies pitched 
their prize songs half-tones too high be- 
cause they were too excited as to whether 
they would be able to master the tech- 
nical difficulties and, therefore, they did 
not have the composure necessary for 
striking the right pitch. You should try 
to imitate the Berlin Philharmonic chorus. 
You must devote yourselvés to folksongs 
and not venture upon music in grand 
style. Leave that to others. I do not de- 
mand that you sing exclusively folksongs, 
but these must be more cultivated, 


Some Folksongs 


That He Loved. 

‘ ‘Kallwoda’ was composed herein Frank- 
fort in 1838. That is a beautiful German 
gong which none of you sang. You have 
the Rhine in your yicinity, yet who of you 
sang a Rhenfsh folksong? I can only say 
to you that ff a single one of you had 
sung Mendelssohn's ‘Yon Beautiful For- 
est,’ that would have been a real relief 
for us. 

“Gentlemen, I repeat, I can only admire 
your achievements, but you are on the 
wrong path. I am going to have a coliec- 
tion of folksongs published which you can 
buy cheap. Study them and, then being in 
the right path, show the next time we 
meet to Germany and the world what a 
wealth of poetry and art lives in the Ger- 
man folksong.” 

There is no mistaking the intensely fa- 
vorable personal impression the Kaiser 
made on the members of the choirs or 
the genuine enthusiasm of their hurrahs.

10,000 of Frankfort’s citizens—here million- 
ires and bejeweled beauties, there fat 
Burghers and fagter Hausfraus. They were 
standing respectfully but stolidiy in 
the great hall of the musical festival. Ger- 
man patriotism seems to nmranifest itself in 
quiet but firm loyalty other than in the 
yolatile French enthusiasm. Seventeen 
hundred voices of the mannerchoir were 
rising out a volume that perfectly modu- 
lated itself into the national anthem and 
with the same music, “America,’’ “God 
Save the King.” 

The Kaiser’s measured pace stopped at 


the front railing of the box. There he 


i 
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halted, his body as immobile as his coun- 
tenance. Not #o much as a muscle or eyé- 
lid moved. The pose, the attitude that of 
self-consciousness of the power of imper- 
lalism but modified to keep inside the dan- 
ger line of pomposity and the ridiculous. 
It was instantly apparent that the man 
was acting his royal role. Every move 
proclaiming himself the representative of 
divine power over the German confedera- 
tion. It is incumbent upon him to always 
remember his part. Human feelings and 
expressions must necessarily be constantly 
subordinated to the dictates of this int. 
perial drama. 

If scenes for the apothesis of the Kaiser 
were sought, this hour in Frankfort might 
well be chosen, typifying him in the prime 
of life at the apex of his sovereign power. 

The Frankforters looked on him for the 
first time in ten years. Certainly a strik- 
ing figure met their eye. 

The Kaiser as He 
Posed Before the People. 

The man is of average height. His well- 
rounded figure was dreséd in a plain milil- 
tary frock coat with a very tall red collar. 
There was no gold lace, only three small 
medals. 

The left hand rested in an almost lifeless 
grasp on the hilt of his sword, but a white 
glove and long sleeve artfully consceale? 
the deformity of the withered forearm. 

The strong right hand, called a “mailed 
fist."" was slightly behind his back. 

The modesty of his dréss served to throw 
into higher relief his face. Here was an 
indeilible stamp of brain and vigor, [ts 
most striking characteristic being its rigid- 
ity and immobility, ite unchanging fixed- 
ness. Pleasure, fear, hatred, never shows 
itself; a laugh, &, smile is never seen in 
public—always there is the cold, stern.

It is therefore not sur- 
prising thaf the first news about what 
many people regard as the signals now be- 
ing made by the pesple of Mars to the 
people. of the earth should: come frdm this 
place. It has long heen predicted among 
astronomers: that this would occur, 
now that the eignals have been observed 
and officially reported by Prof: Lowell’ the 
liveliest interest has been excited as to what 
the immediate future may develop. 

During May, Prof. Lewell had been at 
work every night in his observatory with 
his assistants, making careful observa- 
tions oh the planet, which is now in an 
exgellent position for study, such as it 
has not occupled in the heavens for many 
years. If discoveries were to be made 
om Mars, it has been known in the es- 
tronomical world that they would be 
mude during the summer at Flagstaff by 
Prof. Lowell, and by nobody elise. And 
this assumption has now been startliag- 
ly verified. 


For some days previous to the Wth of 
May it had been khown amongst the as- 
tronomers at the Flagstaff observatory 
that unusual things were taking place on 
the surface of the gftat red orb which 
every evening Fises in marvelous beauty 
above the ho:izon and swings for hours ih 
the sapphire sky. The astronomers look- 
ing at it as it rose ihto the heavens could 
see the land and water qn Mars, the two 
caps of snow at its north and south poles, 
and the two satellites which swing around 
it In opposite directions, 

They could see the green verdure along

The observers here during the past few 
weeks have ‘watched and studied the at- 
mosphere of Mars, which closely cor- 
responds with the . atmosphere of the 
earth, making human Hfe possible. They 
have seen the deve'opment of c-ops.on tye 
planet, which, with the advance of, the 
season have turned large. ageas of Mart an 
territory from green to orange. Enor- 
motis fields, watered by an elaborate sys- 
tem of artificial irrigation have shown 
where the Martian crops are now ap 
proaching ripénéss. The diminished size of 
the snow caps at the two poles have shown 
the necessity for such irrigacion, the planst 
having a far larger proportion of land to 
water than is the cuse on the earth. 

In additiun to these ovservations, the as- 
tronomers, including Prof. Lowel, hav® 
béen amazed to see extraordinary aisplays 
of light and@ color on the face of the planet, 
of which there had been no previous rec- 
ord. These, however, were of an indelinite 
goharactef, evéh when seen through the 
best telescopes at Flagstaff. 

Prof. Lowell felt assured that something 
was coming. It seemed tothe astronomeéts 
at the observatory that the next few weeks 
surely would brisg extraordinary. observa- 
tions {f any were to bé made at all, and as 
if the people of Mars were preparing for 
@ grand and final effort to attract the at- 
tention of the people of the earth. -

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Recent Inexplicable Violation of this Sealed 
Chamber Sets Afloat Strange Theories 
in Explanation of the Peculiar Clause 


in Gen. Buell’s Will. 


HAT strange mystery is hidden behind the burglary of the sealed 
room in the house of Gen. Don Carlos Buell, “Airdrie,” Ky., a 
few nights ago? What was in this room when Gen. Buell died, 
leaving an express command in his will that it should never be 


entered? 


Who were the people who, now five years after Gen. Buell’s 

death, taking advantage of a dark night, have gone to this old 

Kentucky mansion in a lonely country and entered the sealed 

room, and what thing or creature did they take from there? 

How did they know the extraordinary provision in Gen. Buell’s will that this room 

should be forever guarded and never entered,and what interest had they in entering 
this room and taking away something that was in it? Just what did they take? 

These are questions that are now exciting the liveliest interest in Muklenvderg 

County, Kentucky, where the strange midnight burglary occurred. 


OWENSBORO. Ky., June 4. 

HE neighborhood about here is dis- 

cussing with bated breath the extra- 

ordinary mystery of ‘‘Airdrie,”’ the 
Buell mansion. All sorts of theories are 
afloat to explain why Gen. Buell, in his 
will, directed thdt a certain:room in his 
house should be locked and sealed, and 
why, five years after his death, this room 
Was entered by mysterious persons who 
took nothing from any other part of the 
house, but went directly to the sealed room 
and then departed. 

Unquestionadly there was some connec- 
tion between the will of Gen. Buell and 
“the burglary. All the evience goes to 
show that the old home was entered for the 
sole purpose of violating the provision in 
the will, which directed that no stranger 
should ever enter this room. There are 
many people in this neighborhood: who 
knew Gen. Buell well, yet, during his life- 
time it was well known that there was 
@né room in his house which nobody but 
@he general ever entered. He went there 
every day. This was.the room which has 
now been burglarized. 

None of the old servants can give any 
explanation of the mystery of this sealed 
room. During the I'fetime of Gen. Buell 
they were not permitted to enter it, and all 
@iscussion among them as to what it con- 
tained was discouraged. In the will of 
Gen. Buell Lorenzo Griggs, one of the old 
servants. was directed to remain in charge 
of the house during his lifet'me. The man 
faithfully carried out these directions, and 
guarded the house as well as the secret 
foom from all intrusions. It was Griggs 
who discovered the burglary committed a 
few nights ago, and he professes to be as 
a at a losa to explain it as is anybody 


Perhaps the most extraordinary feature 
of this amazing mystery !s the fact that 
Neither Griggs nor anybody else can now 
be induced to enter this mysterious room. 
Nobody here at present knows what fs in 
it or what it contained, or what was taken 
gway from it. All that is known is that 
fn the dead of night some person or per- 
@ons entered the house, made directly for 
the sealed door, broke it open and went 
away again. 

The people about Airdrie look upon this 
room with superstitious awe. Since the 
burglary many of them have been up to 
and about the old abandoned mansion of 
which it forms a part, but no one has 
Gared to approach the mysterious cham- 
ber. The old servarit, Griggs, will not go 
any nearer to the room than a hundred 


j feet, and he almost trembles with excite- 


ment as he points out the broken door, 
acting as if he expected the ghost of Gen. 
Buell or some weird épirit from the other 
world suddenly to make its appearance. 
“The neighbors are just as afraid of the 
room as he. : 

. The old Buell mansion is enough to give 
any man the horrors, not to mention “the 
haunted chamber,” as many people call 
it. The old house is one of the most ghost- 
ly, lonesome, weird and aw:-i:.spi ing of 
places. There could not be found anywhere 
&® house more suited to a secret chamber. 
& ghost and a mystery than this queer 
olg abandoned Kentucky mansion, full of 
suggestion of ite former grandeur, and 
now silent and empty, except for the small 
quarter in one of the wings inhabited by 
Lorenzo Griggs.

Near by are the ruins of the great iron 
industry -of which Gen. Buell was the 
head. Here are ruined mills and abandoned 
mines, coke ovens that long since were 
overgrown with weeds, and blast furnaces 
that were once the scene of thriving in- 
dustry. The center of all this desolation 
is the great Buell mansion with its enor- 
mous private park, its fruit trees and or- 
chards, its walks and drives, all gone to 
wreck and ruin. Up to the time of Gen. 
Buecil’s death five years ago the, park 
around the old mansion was kept in fine 
condition. The walks and drives were kept 
clean, and fresh gravel was placed on 
them regularly. Now grass and weeaa ars 
growing everywhere, 

The old mansion has the silence of the 
tomb; the windows are all shut tight, and 
no sign of life is ever seen about the 
place where formerly there 
gayety and many visitors. There are more 
than twenty rooms in this fine old house. 
lt was a typical Kentucky mansion of the 
old style, with a wide veranda and magni- 
ficent park and garden and numberless 
wings and ells, and with adjoining stables 
and servants’ quarters. The front view of 
the house gives no idea ofits great extent 
and ample accommodation for visitors. 

Now, after the neglect of years, it has 
lost the imposing qualities which so fre- 
quently impressed visitors to this part of 
the country. The wide veranda running 
along the front of the house and around 
the sides, where the man who saved Grant 
at Shiloh and who led the Union army 
into Louisville was accustomed to spend 
many happy hours, is overrun with vines, 
the trellis work and floor are rotted .and 
damp, cold, nolsome air from the decaying 
wood pervades the whole: place. The house 
is two stories high, with wide halis and 
large open fireplaces. 

Various additions to the building, mads 
from time to time, give it a picturesque 
appearance. The trees around the houss 
are old and stately, but the vegetation has 
become so rank that it is now inipossible 
to trace the paths and criveways, and the 
foundations of the house are rotting and 
crumbling. Even at m'd-dev ynder a bright 
sky the place is so gioomy and lonely that 
few visitors have cared to approach the 
building and none have entered it. 

Hiere for five years Lorenzo Griggs, the 
faithful old servant, has lived alone, de- 
voting his life in carrying out the wishes of 
his old master, and reverently protecting 
the sacred room. This room has two win- 
dows at ‘the right-hand side of the, front 
of the house. These windows have always 
been kept closed, with the blinds tightly 
shut, 

There are rumors to the effect that 
strange sounds have been heard emanating 
from this chamber. There are people in 
Owensboro who for years have belleved 
that some uncanny secret was held in this 
room, the nature of which Griggs only 
partly guessed. 

Fhe atatement has heen made that liv- 
ing tn thin room was some stranhte creat- 
ture or human being whose feed wan 
provided by Griggs. Rut Griggs is fust 
ee mysterious and secretive ans was Gen. 
Buell in the last daya of his Mfe. He 
has kept very much to himaclf and has 
mot encouraged the curiosity of people 
im the neighborhood as to what the se- 
cret room contained, : 

He has never talked about this roc’e until 
the burglary occurred the other night, and 
there are not wanting those who say that 
he could shed a great light upon the mys- 
tery if he so desired. There is no doubt 
that the burglary occurred and that Griggs 
was completely taken by surprise. 

But it is believed by many that Griggs. 
if he so willed, might throw some iight up- 
on the possible reasons for this strange 
midnight visit by revealing just what this 
mysterious room contained. Griggs, how- 
ever, refuses to make any such statement. 
Hie has sald more than once that the con- 
temtis of the room were as much a mystery 
to him as to anybody else, but there are 


be pPeeple who refuse to’ credit this state- 
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of Gen. Buell stould Jelivterate , | 
fine old mansivn of this Kind to go to 
ruin, and to direct that the only one of his 
servants who was close to him should live 
there for the rest of his life guarding a 
secret chamber. These people say that the 
whole arrangement has always seemed 
suspicious to them from the time when 
Gen. Buell’s will was made public contain- 
ing the extraordinary provision about this 
room, 

If Gen. Buell had had anything of value, 
it is pointed out, he would not have dis- 
posed of it in this way. His will directed a 
division of his property and left many 
souvenirs to old friends, The estate was 
wound up after his bearial in St. Louis and 
the provisions of the \will were faithfully 
carried out by the executors. 

It Is therefore telieved that the strange 
secret chamber which has now been en- 
tered contained nothing that might tempt 
burglars. Some peopie say that. In this 
room: guns and pistols which were highly 
valued by ‘Gen. Buell and that the bur- 
glary was committed for the purpose of 
stealing these. Griggs, however, 
this. He says that all such things were 
given away by Gen. Buell in his will or 
removed to a place of safety. 

Two of the general's old pistols were giv- 
en to Tom Smith of Alrdrie, a very ciocse 
friend. He prizes them most highly. The 
first is an eight-inch. mugzle-loading, sin- 
gle-rified barrel, filnticck pistol. This was 
presented in person by Gen. George Waah- 
ington to Gov. Mason, who was appoint- 
ed by Washington as governor of the 
Northwest Territory. The weapon was 
made in London and was presented to 
President Washington in the Revolutionary 
war by a Mr. Prosser. The other pistol is 
a double-burrel muzzle-loading cap pistol 
which Gen. Buell carried in the Mexican 
war. 

There is, therefore, little serious atten- 
tion given to. the wer relic theory. Bur- 

ars do not go around looking for sou- 
venire of this kind. Neither did the room, 
it is believed, contain money or valuables, 
becuuse Gen. Tuell was a careful, methodi- 
cal business man and his financial affairs 
were found in excellent condition at the 
time of his death. | 

The explanation and theory now being 
eagerly discussed in Owensboro refer to the 
strange whispers about the secret room 
being inhebited by some creature known 
only to Griggs and to some other persons. 
ft could not have Deen a favorite dog or 
other pet of the general's, for he was 4 
most kind-hearted man and would not have 
countenanced. the locking up of a dumb 
animal, and probably no such animal could 
have lived in the room during all these 
years without sunlight and exercise. 


Boys tn the aeighborhood have fre- 
quentiy spoken in awed whispers of 
atrange noises coming from this room. 
At various times since the death of Gen. 
Buell beys have entered the grounds for 
the purpose of taking fruit or making

eels. The cries, they sald, came from 
the secret room which has long been fa- 
mous in the neighborhood. 

Lorenzo Griggs denied all knowledge 
of such cries. but appeared to be much 
agitated at the report, and positively for- 
bade any person entering the grounds 
thereafter. This was mearly two years 
ago. 

Upen another occasion a young farmer 
from a near by town stated that he 
had gone in to look at the old Buell man- 
sion out of curiesity, and that when he 
came mear the house the blinds were 
suddenly rattled in the windows of this 
secret chamber, and he heard cries, as 
if to attract his attention. He supposed 
the house inhabited until informed some 
time later that nubody lived there but 
Griggs. 

Various other stories of a similar char- 
acter have reached the people of Airdrie 
and Owensboro from time to time during 
the past five years. The Buell mansion 
has been @ subject of frequent discussion 
during this time. But the ionely, ghostly, 
uncanny appearance of the _ structure, 
taken in connection with the story of the 
secret room and tne strange noises, have 
kept nearly all people away. 

The story of the mysterious burglary 
the other n.ght can be told in a few words. 
The first news of it came from Griggs. 
In a state of great excitement he notitied 
the people in the neighborhood that the 
room had been entered. 


Early in the morning, he said, 

as he went around the house in ac- 
cordance with his usual custom, he dis- 
covered the large glaés broken in the 
front door, Griggs toen said that there 
were tracks jeauing through the fiont 
hallway. He followed them upstairs. 
There the tracks led directly to the secret 
room, the door of which was found 
broken open. 
, Griggs said that he did not go near 
this room, but that he saw the tracks 
leading out again from the chamber down 
the stairway, across the hall and out 
the front door. He immediately notified 
the neighbors and some of thom wént up 
to the house and searched through other 
rooms to see if anything had been stolen. 
They found everything intact. 

No other chamber had been entered than 
the secret room and no one of the neigh- 
bors could muster up courage enough to 
enter’ it.

Gen. Buell was a recluse for many years 
before his death, his wife having died some 
years before. In this old structure of 2 
rooms he passed his last days with his 
step-daughter, Miss Mason, and a few old 
faithful servants, among whom was Lo- 
renzo Griggs. The later had been with 
Gen. Bue!] for twelve years before he died. 

Gen. Buell was born in Ohio, but he 
never lived in’ Kentucky until about the 
close of the war, when, he came in pos- 
session of the Airdrie property by leasing it 
for a term of thrity years from the Alex- 
ander heirs in Scotiand. He operated the 
mines for a number of years. He closed 
them down in 1885. 

At that time Paradise was a thriving 
town of 700 inhabitants. Soon the miners 
began drifting away to other points where. 
they could get employment, and in a few 
years the last of the mercantile establigh- 
ments moved away. The town then rapid- 
ly sank into insignificance. 

The closing down of the mines was the 
result of trouble between Gen. Buell and 
the Alexander heirs in a settlement. As * 
compromise the Alexander heirs deeded 
Gen. Buell 900 acres of land fronting on 
Green river for two miles, extending back 
some distance, taking in the town of Pare- 
dise: Gen. Buell had become involyed in 
debt and borrowed a large sum of money 
from his step-daughter, who had inherited 
a fortune through her mother, and he gave 
a mortgage on his estate. The property 
was sold after his death and was purchased 
by M'ss Mason. It is valued at about $40.- 
ooo, Gen. Buell Was away from Airdtie for 
several years when he was Urited States 
pension agent at Loutsville, though he did 
not remove his family. 

roperty of Airdrie was first ac- 
aes te ‘361 by the Alexanders of Airdrie. 
acotiand. James and Matthew Gliimour 
were sent over to prospect for iron ore. 
They sank a shaft and struck iron ore and 
two veins of coal. An iron furnace wes 
erected. Over $700,000 was expended in 
buildings and machinery to operate the 
mine and furnace. Of all these bulldings 
there now only remains the Buell home, @ 
frame dwelling, known as the “Halfway 
House,” and one other frame dwelling. 

The blast furnace was run from 164 to 
1861 under the management of two men 
named Patterson. Their average payroll 
was $3000 per month, working about 200 
men. There atill remains about five thou- 
sand bushels of coke on the hill, which was 
used in making pig iron. 

Neglect is now visible on all sides. Still 
this adds romance to the old estate and is 
a drawing card to sigh annually, both 
by boat and railroad, stone steps iead- 
ing down to the water's edge with over- 
hanging moss and vines make «a splendid 
sight In spring and summer.

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Another Sealed Chamber 


N THE north of Ireland there 

| is another mysterious sealed 
chamber, the only parallel 

to the one in the Kentutky 
home of the late Gen. Buell. This 
room is in Glamis Castle, situated 
in a wild region For many years 
it has been the mystery of the Isle 
of Erin, and thousands of curious 
persons have sought to agcertain 
the reason why the room is closed. 

Whenever a male heir. to the 
estate comes of age, he is invested 
with the secret of the sealed cham- 
ber and is enjoined satredly to ob- 

“Berve the rule which permits no 
one to enter or tolearn the secret. 
Faithfully,. through generations, 
this trust has been kept by the 
heirs to Glamis Castle. 

There is a weird tale to the 
effect that long ago an heir was 
born to the house which was part 
brute animal, and that this terrible 
thing was locked up and kept in 
the sealed chamber. There is @ tra- 
dition that the cries of the baif-hu- 
man thing used to startle the peas- - 
ants in the vicinity, and some 
there are who declare that to this 
day théy hear those weird cries.

Early in September Gen. ‘Bragg, ad- 
vancing from Chattanooga and entering 
Kentucky by the eastern route, passed to 
the rear of Buell's army in middie Ten- 
nessee, thus endangering Buell’s commu- 
nications and forcing him to retreat rapid- 
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ly to Louisville. The advance of Gen. B 
Kirby Smith to Frankfort, Ky., had al- 
ready caused consternation at Cincinnati, 
which, like Louisville, was entirely expose@ 
to attack. At midnight, Sept. 4, Buell’ 
army entered Louisville amid great excite 
ment, as it was feared Bragg would reach

Frank A. Edwards, temporarily com- 
manding officer at Jefferson Barracks, a few days ago. When-shown 
the original dispatch from Washington saying that Gov. Offley’s expe- 
' ope? aoe seeking ‘‘a lost tribe of white men in Mindoro.” he said that 
it probably meant the men with tails. | . 

As showing the unknown character of Mindoro, Maj. Edwards points 
Out the fact that the existing map is nothing but the outline of th 
island, while the neighboring land of Luzon evidently has been snaloeaia 
and surveyed and the maps there are full of detail. To go int» Min- 
doro, says Maj. Edwards, is like going into the dark continent. Offley’s 
expedition, he says, is like Stanley's, and may result in extraordinary 
discoveries. . : 

While, of course, Maj. Edwards does not state his belief that men 
with tails live-in’ Mindoro, he gives the evidence in his possession on 
the subject for what it may be worth. He says that intelligent and 
educated Filipinos who have studied this question positively assert 
that such a race of human beings inhabits that strange and unknown

We Americans, of 
course,scoffed at the theory, but none of 
us could disprove it.. We met no one over 
there who knew who lived in the interior 
ef Mindoro. fy i 

The natives of ‘Batanzas told us that 
the men who lived in the interior of 
Mindoro, besides having tails, were very 
flerce mén. They said we hdd better not 
g0 over on Mindoro on.accdunt of them. 
Whether the men in the interior of that 
island are a race of fierce men with: tails, 
whether they are a lost white tribe, as has 
since been reported in the United States, 
whether they are Indians, savages, or 
anything else, they certainly"have inspired 
the natives close about them’ with terror 
of them. 

“The natives make no attempts to ex- 
plore the interior of the island. Appar- 
ently the Spaniards made no attempt to 
do so either. New that Gov. Offiey is re- 
prted to be conducting an expedition into 
the recesses of this strange possession of 
Uncle Sam, it will be interesting to watch 
tbe developments. 

“Mindoro is due south of the island of 
Buzon. Its northern coast is only 100 miles 
due south of Manila. Still less is known 
about it than about the Sulu islands hun- 
dreds of miles farther south or about the 
Moro-infested island of Mindanao, which ts 
almost equally distant from the Philippine 
capital. Mindoro ig a small island. Its 
greatest width is hardly more than forty 
miles and its length only about ninety 
miles. But despite its size and its prox- 
imity to the thickly-settled islands of the 
archipelago, it is unknown. 

“That the Spanish ascertained little of 
Mindoro during their centuries of sover- 
eignty is evident from a glance at the Span- 
ish maps of the Philippines. Luzon. Panay, 
Cebu, Sumar.’ Leyte, Mindanao anda other 
islands are covered with names of villages. 
The maps of these\islands are black with 
lettering. oe 

“In strange contrast. the island of Min- 
doro. on the Spanish maps, is almost, a 
blank. The names of a few coast villages, 
such as Calapan, Subang and Polac, appear 
on the edges, but the interior of the Island 
is a blank. Marks Indicating a mountain 
range traverse the map of the island from 

‘ ’ 


is known as the Verde island passage. 
Around Batangas, little was known vf Min- 
doro or its inhabitants. The natives never 
went across the channel ‘to visit there. 
They said that it was a bad place to go and 
that bad mem-—the men with tails—were 
over there. 

‘‘The island was used by the insurrectos 
for a time as a cattle yard. From Mindoro 
they took the cattle by.boat to Taal, on the 
island of Luzon, above Batangas, smuggled 
them in there and at other nearby ports 
and then sent them or tried to send them 
overland to the insurgent forces. An Eng- 
lishman who deserted from the American 
army and was made an officer of the Fili- 
pine forces made his headquarters on Min- 
doro for a time, before he was captured. 

‘When I was at Batangas there were no 
United States troops on Mindoro. I do not 
know that there are any there now. It is 
customary wherever troops are stationed 
for the commanding officer to send out 
scouts or expeditions to reconnoiter the 
surrounding country. While I do not know 
Gov. Offley or anything about his expedi- 
tion except what is contained in the dis- 
patch shown me by the Sunday. Post-Dis- 
patch, I presume that he is following this 
plan. Having been placed in -charge of 
Mindoro, he proposes to find out something 
about it. It will be interesting to know 
what they will find—for I think they will 
find the interior of the island inhabited. 

“The natives of the Philippines are not 
nomadic. They care not for travel. The 
average Filipino never goes anywhere ex- 
cept from‘the part of the island his home 
is in to the pueblo, or county seat, and back 
again. In the wilder parts of the islands, 
the natives do not wander about at all. 
Sométimes they go to the nearest village to 
trade, but that is about all. They wear 
little clothing and nature suppiies 
with all the necessaries of life. It may be 
that the tribes in the interior of Mindoro 
long ago formed an aversion to the people 
in the little coast towns, and décided to re- 
main to themselves, after warning the 
coast men that they desired no intrusion.

or even cross it from one side to the other. 
From what I know of the jungles, the 
mountains, the canyons and the forests 
of the Philippines, I should say that it 
would be, like Henry M. Stanley's journey 
through ‘Darkest Africa.’ 


“The island never has been explored. 
There are no paths to follow. Gov. Offley’s 
expedition will probably have to hew its 
own path for every foot of the way. In cut- 
ting one’s way through country like this 
there are mountains to climb, and, some- 
times, after a hard climb, you find yourself 
on the edge of a precipice. All there is to 
do ‘is to turn back from where you started 
and try a new route. 

“Rut if the expedition carries out its 
announced purpose of exploring the islands 
the world doubtless wi!l know who inhab- 
its its inter‘or—a band of semi-savage na- 
tives, a race of men with tails or the iost 
white tribe.”

Louis 
with an interesting and picturesque cargo 
in tow-—half a dozen stunning Apache girls, 
to pose as models for statuary of Americ 
Indian women, the primeval dwellers of

That the task was not altogether an un- 
pleasant one may be inferred from_ the 
corament made by one of these connoisseurs 
in Indian comeliness. He says: 

“In the matter of easy carriage and state- 
ly dignity there are a lot of barefooted, 
swartiegged and blanketed Apache iris 
down among the burning desert sands of 
Arizona who can teach the grand ladies of 
King E¢ovard's court a thing ‘or two.” 

People who know most about the various 


‘Western tribes agree that for prettiness 


of face. gentility of manners and symme- 
try of figure the young women of the 
Pueblos of New Mexico are the most at- 
tractive of all our Indians. The authori- 
ties. in the Carlisie and Haskell Indian 
echools concur in this opinion. Perhaps 
the unique garb of the Pueblo woman—a 
thick wrapping of the legs from ankles 
to knees in white buckskins, e-aborately 
embroidered moccasins, a short skirt of 
red woolen goods reaching to the knees, a 
ght tunicyof biack and yellow with wide 
sieeves of cotton and belts of beadwork, 
besides a vast ornamentation of ropes of 
beads and strings of showy stones—help 
to make a Pueblo girl the pleasing crea- 
. she is to the tourist of the overland 
through the territory. 
Pueblos have always been a peace. 
t industrious, agricultural race. They 
re notably. moral, cleanly and proud. 
y iv pean. stone and adobe houses, and 
aid from the govern- 
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The Catholic faith was taught by Span- 
ish. conquestadores in the &sixteenth cen- 
tury, and the Pueblos support their 
churches with pious fdelity. They. are, the 
most willing patrons of Uncle Sam's In@ian 
schools of any tribe;.and in any pueblo 
one may find scores of young people who 
Speak our tongue, as correctly as any pub- 
lic school child. 

From thirteen or ‘fourteen until thirty 
years of age most Pueblo girls are attrac- 
tive. They marry at fifteen or sixteen, 
and are generally fat, swart and glum at 
3, but at eighteen or twenty, when they 
are in their prime, the pretty Pueblo girl 
would attract attention anywhere in the 
world. 

The Salmarez sisters, who live at Te- 
suque Pueblo, near Santa Fe, are all not- 
ably pretty ‘Indian ‘girls. There are five 
of them, andthe eldest ‘is now 20. They 
have declined to marry Indian youths. 
Time and again they have- posed for 
amateur paisiters in water colors and 
amateur photographers among the East- 
ern tourists in Santa Fe. 

Most of the Pueblo Indians have Span- 
ish names, adopted by their ancestors dur- 
ing the three centuries that the Southwest 
was under the rule of Spain. Francisca, a 
daughter of Petro -Ortega, for several 
years chief of the Acoma pueblo, is one 
of the handsomest fullblooded Indians in 
the territory. She had nine years’ train- 
ing in the Carlisle school. Then she be- 
came a teacher-in the institution and 
married Edward'L. Foster, a wealthy 
copper miner at Clifton, A. T.’ Except for 
her brown skin and her mass of coal-black 
hair no one would imagine her an Indian. 
However, she never. fails to let people 
know her aboriginal origin, and in spite of 
her costly home, her. European travel. and 
her American accomplishments she is de- 


voted to her squaw mother and her wrin-' 


kled, old, moccasined: ‘and buckskinned 
father, still living in the mnd home at 
Acoma just as their forefathers did 
through sceres ‘of tions. — 

Pretty maidens abound . the Mo- 
kis of northeastern Arsiona. Hamlin Gar- 
land, the author, who went to see the Moki 
smoke dance ceremonies. several] years 
said that he garter among the: tribe. 
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sea of yellow sand. No race in America is 
more completely cut off from the rest of 
the world. The Mokis are a cleanly, agri- 
cultural, devout and particularly moral 
race, numbering about 4000 people. Ethnolo- 
gists say the Mokis are the most interest- 
ing tribe on the continent. 

The visitor in Mokiland observes first of 
all the perpetual good nature of the peo- 
ple of the towering mesas. No one is 
ever too old there to enjoy a romp with 
the children, to run races that would put 
most white people in bed for a week, to 
roll ‘and play in the sand and to sit up all 
night singing deep, guttural songs. 

Next the observer ‘notes the prettincss 
of the girls, especially between the ages 
of fourteen and twenty-two. Everywhere 
as one goes up and down through the 
crooked street in the queer old stone and 
abode. town one sees groups of Moki In- 
dian girls that would make an artist wila 
with impatience to put upon canvas. They 
are plump little girls, too, full of health 
and gayety and activity, chattering among 
themselves iike magpies. 

The average Indian is a solemn creature, 
but these Mokis. are a laughing, singing, 
fun-loving race. Oxe seés in almost every 
one of the little squat houses a girl-.or two 
whose big dreamy black » eyes, ruddy 
cheeks, graceful. figure and soft dimpled 
features, are pretty to look upon. The 


Moki girls know that they are famous for: 


good looks, and the way they 
‘bathe, comb and.comb again their lux- 
uriant hair, no Facer ager Aaa 
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Mokis is the arrangement of the_ girls’ 
hair when they gare ready for the matri- 
monial market. Until she is 15, the Moki 
girl wears her hair flowing down Her 
back. After this until she weds, her hair 
is twisted into intricate whorls of knobs, 
one on each side of the head, in imita- 
tion of the form of the squash blossom. 
This arrangement denotes fruition. When 
the squash blooms it is at its best. 


Among the Apachés, who occupy the San 
Carlos reservation in the southern part. of 
Arizona, there are some handsome girls, 
but considering the thousands of Apaches, 
the real beauties are few and far between. 
The Apaches’ are a _ roving, out-of-ddor 
tribe, living in -hovels-and wicklups that an 
American would «not house his beasts of 
burden in. They are taller, larger of bone, 
and restiessly active; where the Pueblos 
and Mokis .are stay-at-homes: As fof 
cleanliness, the less said the better. 

Still, notwithstanding their darker skins 
an@ more masculine physiques, there have 
been some: Apache girls who have made 
very acceptable models for painters of

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The Apaches are the strongést mentally 
of any. trike in the Southwess 
Apache girls have complexions as white as 
an gp sn mae Mra. Eben Wlicox, 
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frightful and cruel Apache raids in Ger- 
onimo’s war against the Arizona whites 
20 years ago, are interesting Indian girls. 
They have taken all the honors possible at 
the Carlisle Indian School. 

The grim, joyless, hard life that the Nav- 
ajo maidens live shows plainly in the sé- 
vere lines in their faces. A traveler through 
the Navajo reservation, occasionally catch- 
es a glimpse of a really handsome Indian 
girl, but for the most part Navajo giris 
are coarse of countenance and have deep, 
harsh voices—far different from the sweet, 
musical Spanish notes of the feminine 
Pueblo and Apache. 

Good-looking women among the Navajos 
are still more infrequent. The Nayajos 
are a sullen, reciusive, inhospitable race. 
The children are reared to drudgery, the 
boys to sheep and cattle herding, and the 
girls to weaving blankets. The Navajos 
know no home life, and are not at all gre- 
garious.

Jasper W. Clark of this city has 
daughter Marion who was stolen 


from her home by a tramp when only 5 years old.

reached and written and inquired from one end of 
- the country to the other for a dark-haired black- 
aged little girl, whose image has never left her 


heart. 


And yet during many of these years of sorrow and disappoint- 
ment the ‘‘little black-eyed girl’’ has lived very near to her mother. 

From childhood to maidenhood, from maidenhood to womanhood 
she grew, always looking for her parents, always hoping for a reun- 


ion. 


The sorrows of the mother and the sorrows of the daughter were 
separated almost literally by the brick walls of adjacent houses. 
While her mother was searching in Canada, in California, in Tex- 


as or in Florida, the daughter was

vat the time of Marion Clark's abduction, 
98 years ago, she was the pet of ine neigh- 
borhood in which she lived. She made 
friends with everybody,. and it was this 
fact which eventually made her abduction 
feasible. : 

In an old vacant barn near the Clark 
house a tramp had takén up his quarters. 
From having given him food at various 
times the Clarks had come to know him. 
But they regarded him as a harmiess out- 
cast and not as a criminal. 

On the morning of March 22, 1880, a tramp 
came to the house and asked for a cup 
of coffee. The breakfast being over and 
the coffee exhausted the request was re- 
fused. = 

The fellow, snmindful of many past fa- 
vors, became abusive and went away curs- 
ing and swearing. “I'll get even with you 
for this!’ he shouted. Mrs. Clark paid 
no attention to the threat. 

On the same evening little Marion was 

_ @itting on the front stoop while her mother 
Waa Superintending the evening meal. 
\"Gome in, Marion, dear; it's most dinner 

@,"" th mother called. 

et one more minute, 
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her Itps—the ancient mothers’ reproof about 
“always, minding mamma.” 

Marion\ was gone. Her mother called. 
There was no reply. Night was falling. 
She ran to the houses of the neighbors 
in a vain search for the child. Then the 
threat of the tramp came to her mind. 

The neighbors joined in the hunt, and the 
old vacant barn was thoroughly ransacked 
without result. It was discovered, how- 
ever, that the tramp had disappeared. 

Later on one of the neighbors told how 
she had seen the tramp carrying the little 
girl in his arms. The police were notified 
and a thorough search was instituted. 

Days lengthened into weeks, weeks into 
months and months into years, but the 
mother never lost hope of ultimately re- 
covering her child. She sent out hundreds 
of notices to different cities. She traveled 
hither and thither wherever a clew ap- 
peared. She inserted advertisements in the 
newspapers asking for clews that might 
lead to the recovery of her daughter, but 
all to no purpose. 


About five years ago the Sunday New 
York World printed the story of a young 
woman who was anxious to find her par- 
ents, from whom she had been taken when 
a child. She remembered that she had 
been kidnaped, but nothing more. 

Mrs. Clark saw the story ahd communi- 
cated with the girl only to be disappoint- 
ed, as she had been many times before. 

Again she began to take long journeys 
jther and thither looking for her child. 
; in the endless notices and advertise- 
mehts began to appear in the newspapers. 

While the poor mother was traveling 
about\the country and inserting advertise,

A sad-faced woman with gray hair entered 
the room. 

The two women gazed at each other in 
silence for a moment. Then the mother 
threw up her hands and cried: 

“My God, Marion, are you eoming before 
me just as I dreamed of you?’ 

So excited that she could scarcely speak, 
the girl told who she was. Both were now 
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Big Button Factory Just Opened in North Missouri---How Mus: 
sel Fishermen Find Fortunes in a Single Shell—One Lucky 
Man Sold a Pearl for $1750 and It Is Now Held at $20,000. 


UST a few days ago a big tobacco fac- 
4 tory that had been bought up and 
closed by the trust again blew its 
whistle at Louisiana, Mo., on the Missis- 
sippi river, 120 miles north of St. Louis, 
but this time as a button factory. From 
tobacco to buttons is a far cry, but it 
tells an interesting story of the .develop- 
ment of an industry; and at the bottom of 
the story lies a jewel—a pearl, the beauti- 
ful pearl that is found, sometimes, in the 
shell of the inland river mussel, or fresh- 
water clam. 

Along the upper Mississippi and some of 
ita tributaries the pearl fisher has started 
forth again to seek his fortune. During 
the winter months he has stayed on land, 
content to tell stories of his past misfor- 
tunes, of the ‘luck which he expects in the 
future, and the various ways he will spend 
his wealth—when he gets it. 

In the winter time the pearl fisher may 
be a farmer, who sticks to his ‘‘section’ 
as long as the rivers are frozen over, but 
who cannot escape the get-rich-quick con- 
tagion which comes with spring skies and 
the return of the pear! fishing season. Oc- 
ecasionally a tale reaches his eArs of how 
some fellow countryman has attained sud- 
den wealth by discovering a “strawberry” 
pearl, and the mere routine of farm life 
becomes all at once a slavish drudgery. A 
day later the farmer is off for the musse! 
beds. 

Hundreds of pearl ‘fishers also come from 
river towns, where they have lived a pre- 
carious life through the winter, and hav- 
ing spent what little they earned the fore- 
going year are 
beds 


them. When the season, therefore, has 
really opened, many of these communities 
along the rivers of Wisconsin and lowa 
are practically deserted. There is fortune 
lurking In the turbid waters, and the crowd 
which rushes thither has much of the 
nervous anxiety of adventurers which 
flock to a newly discoverei gold field. 

The pearl Asher with a family soon finds 
a home near the mussel beds. He either 
pitches a tent on the river's edge or rigs 
up a houseboat. In any case, it is a mis- 
erable habitation, visited at all hours of the 
day and night by mosquitoes which would 
drive even a Jersey man frantic, and filled 
frequently wi.h the miasma which breeds 
malaria. 


Having thus cared for the domestic or 
social side of life, the pearl fisher equips 
himself for business. If he has fished for 
pearls before he knows that he cannot de- 
pend alone on these foundlings of fortune 
for a livelihood. The only practical. way 
for him is to dig up mussels and sell their 


shel's, and as he sorts over the bivalves he 


can keep his eye out for an elusive pearl. 
He may go through a whole season and 
only discover a few “dead ones,” which are 
practically worthiers, or of a sudden he 
may stare at a brilliant “turtle back” as 
large as a marble and worth $10,000, 

The work is done from a scow-shaped 
boat which drifts with the current, drag- 
ging over the bottom a large number of 
hooks, on which the mussels “bite.” The 

ks are on short strings, or chains, and 
te attached side by side on a long bar 
or gas pipe. There are two of these bars, 


_ @&hich are kept on stanchions on either. 


“mule,” which 
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placed vertically inte the water, and which 
acts as an underwater sail, the clammer 
Obeins enough motive power to propel the 
boat an@ drag the hooks over the bottom. 
They le with thelr mouths toward the cur- 
rent, so that they may catch food particles 
that come floating toward them. When the 
hooks enter their mouths they |mmediately 
shut down on them and hang on like £0 
many steel traps. ‘On days when the water 
is muddy after a hard rain they are feed- 
ing and they “‘bite’’ freely. 

There are some fifty varieties of sheils, 
most of which are valuable. The largest 
shells, or ‘‘washboards,”’ are too brittle to 
be worth anything for commercial pur- 
poses. The smaller shells are all good fo- 
pearl buttons and bring the clammer $1) 
to $20 a ton. The shell buyers cume with 
large barges and take the shells at the 
camps. Very often u steamboat is sailing 
down the rivet, pushing several barges. 
each uf which contains in the neighborhood 
of five hundred tons of clam she.!s. ‘These 
shells are made into pear] butions ut fac- 
tories at various river towns. The but- 
tons are sawed out of the shell, and in this 
rough form afe sent East to be finished. 


At the new factory in Lousiana, Mo., (he 
buttons will be finished, this factory buy- 
ing ‘‘cut-outs’’ from smaller plants. 

.The history of fresh water pearl fishing 
forms an interesting chapter in the devel- 
opment of a number of river towns. Twelve 
or fifteen years ago some fishermen on 
the Sugar river, a small stream in Wiscon- 
ain, made the discovery that fresh water 
mussels contained pearls. People looked on 

as curiosities, pretty, but of lt- 


they were fished. by. 
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4“ years which she had been

ALL SIZES AND SHAPIS SELL. 


In the early days of raussel fiehirgs the 
perfect pearl was the only one marketable, 
while now all sizes and shapes are made 
use of. When the formation is round, or 
partly round, Jt goes by the name of pearl. 
One which is perfect on one side, the other 
peing flat, is termed a button pearl. But- 
tons are divided Into “haystacks” and “‘tur- 
tlebecks."’ according to the height of the 
projection above the flat surface.

“= blows, two gray old skulls have lain 
m= 6pide by side in a darkened room in 
ii River, Mass, for ten years. : 
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And now, after ten years, and within 
a hundred yards of the scene of the murder, 
an old hatchet has been discovered stained 
with blood and rust and wrapped in blood- 
marked newspapers. ~ 

Is this the hatchet that killed Andrew 
J. Borden and his wife? “Let the dead 
past rest," say the friends\of the Bordens,. 
But the police, although set in their 
opinions as to the identity of the criminal, 
are still willing to take up any trail which 
promises a clearing up of the murder. 

The fatal blow out of the ten inflicted 
on thé temple and forehead of Andrew 
Eorden took in the entire width of the 
hatchet blade, which was 8% inches. The 
width of the b'ade of the blood-stained 
hetehet recently found near the scene of 
the murder is exactly 8% inches. 

It was discovered in an old shed directly 
on the route which would naturally have 
been taken by a murderer familiar with 
the surroundings in escaping from the 
scene of his crime. : 

The woman who found it; the persons 
who saw the hatchet immediately after it 
was found and others familiar with the 
circumstances attending the crime, believe 
that at last the weapon with which the 
great Borden murders were cotmmitted has 
come to light. 

In recounting the story of this strange 
discovery it is necessary to refer briefly to 
the story of the crime. 

The Bordens were among the wealthiest 

and best-known people in Fall River. An- 
drew Borden, the father of the family, 
was worth fully $500,000, and wag, known as 
a hard-fisted, close-bargaining business 
man, fond of money to the degree of being 
accounted penurious. 
He had no very warm friends, and in his 
grasping, unrelenting way of doing busi- 
ness had made quite the number of ene- 
mies which such men usually raise. 

There were many men who had their mo- 
ments of bating him, although none of 
these petty hates seem to |} developed 
during the time immediately preceding the 
tragedy. ‘-_ 

In the Borden homé, No. €2 Second street, 
at the time of the murder there lived four 
persons—Andrew J. Borden, Abby D. Bor- 
den, his second wife;-Emma-L. tn and 
Lissie D. Borden, his daughtets by his 
first wife, who had been tor ® years. 

Emina Borden was absent in New Bed- 
ford on a visit and hence was eliminat 
from all consideration In the discussion of 
the crime. She is the older of the two

As to the exact state of affairs in the 
house there has always been a conflict of 
evidence, but that Lizzie and her step- 
mother did not get along well together 
there is no question, Frequently hot words 
passed between them. | 

On the other hand, Lizzie and her father 
were. sometimes evén affectionate. The 
house was @ cold and cheerless one under 
the most favorable circumstances, with 
the atmosphere of sevére economy all- 
pervading ahd all things’ moving in nar- 
row, 80 raid grooves. : 

In addition to the family there was Brid- 
get Sullivan, a phiegmatijo Irieh girl, who 
had worked for-the family for three years. 

On the morning of the murder there were 
four known to have been in the 
house— D. Bordef, her father, her 
mother, the servant and Bridget Sullivan. 
John V. Morse, a brother.of Mrs. Borden, 
was a@ visitor at the house, but was’ ab- 
sent on the morning’ of Aug. 4. 

At about 10 o'clock in the morning mt. 
Borden went downtown to the postffice 
and to the Union Savings Bank, of which

was washing the front windows. This was 
at exactly 10:3, according to Bridget’s 
testimony. 

A few minutes after that Mr. Borden 
went into the dining room, got a key and 
went upstairs by the back way. He camé 
down shortly afterward and sat down 
in the sitting room. When he did ths 
Bridget says she did not know where Liz- 
zie was. 

The next she saw of Lizzie was a few 
minutes afterward, when Lizzie cime 
through the sitting room into the dinirg 
room with an froning board in her hands. 
It was then somewhere between 10:30 and 
10:55 o'clock. Bridget then went upsta‘rs 
to le down. ? 

The house was quiet. The streets siept 
in the August sunshine. The family cat 
dosed on the hearth. Yet at this moment 
Mrs. Borden was lying dead in her room 
upstairs, chopped with a hatchet almost 
beyond recognition. Mr. Borden was ly- 
ing still unharmed in ano‘her ups‘airs 
room on an old hair-cloth sofa with his 
head near the door. : 

Quiet still pervaded the house and its 
surroundings. There was no sound of life, 
no tumult of strife. In about 15 minutes 
there came to Bridget Sullivan, lying on 
her bed upstairs, the excited voice of Liz- 
zie Borden. 

Bridget knew by the high pitch of the 
voice that something had happened. She 
sprang from the bed and ran downstairs. 
Liasie was leaning with her back against 
the back door, crying loudly that her 
father was dead. 

A doctor was called, the neighbors came 
swerming into the house and the full ex- 
tent of the tragedy was revealed. “oth 
Mr. and Mrs. Borden were found dead Tith 
thelr skulls cloven In a dozen places. 

Mrs. Bortien had been struck from. be- 
hind, ahd the murderer bad then stood over 
her and rained blow after blow upon her 
until] she was dead. Mr. Borden had been

Lizzie Borden had worn a clean blue 
dress before the murder. She wore the 
game spotless dress after the crime. 

She was arrested and tried for the mur- 
der. Everything she wore, even to the 
soles of her shoes, was submitted to the 
minutest scientific exam ’nation by experts, 
with the result that no blood or trace of 
blood was found. 

On examination Lizzie said that ehe had 
no occasion to use an axe or hatchet such 
as the murder was undoubtedly committed 
with. She did not even know that her 
father had a hatchet. There wes an old 
axe on the chopping block in the cellar 
but ro evicence of the crime was found 
upon it. 

At the trial it was developed that the 
crime had surely been committed with A 
hatchet. and that a hatchet with a broken 
handie had been found in the cellar of the 
[torden houge. 

‘he break was ar old one. however, and 
there were no stains whatever on the 
blade. 

“tf my father had a hatchet,”’ sald M‘ss 
Borden, “Tl knew nothing about it.” 

Miss Borden testified that on several 
occasions she had seen suaspicious-looking 
men lurking about the house. One night 
before the murder, as she was coming 
home. she saw the shadow of-a man on 
the house at the cast end. Before that she 
had seen somoebedy run around the house, ' 
On the morriing of the murder Dr, Hardy 
suw a man standing on Second’ street near 
the Burden house. He was ghastly white 
and seemed greatly agitated. 

It was developed that Thomas P. Walker, 
a tailor working for John Carry, whose 
place of businets is within a short distance 
of the Borden house, owed Mr. Borden one 
morth's rent for a house on Fourth street, 
When esked to pay. Walker had used 
threatening language. 

The fact was also developed that Andrew 
J. Borten. had given testimony in the case 
of a mutiny an the ship Richard J. Bor- 


Lizzie Borden was acquitted of the mur- 
der She took up the burden of her old life. 
Upon receiving her inheritance she and her 
sister moved to a house on French street, 
where they still reside 

Time passed and the murder became a4 
memory. But there were those who cen- 
tinued to marvel over the strange lack of 
evidence at the trial] of Lizzle Borden. 

Where was the weapon with which the 
crime was committed? Where were the 
blood-stained clothes—the tangible trail 
which would lead to the perpetrator of the 
ghastly deed?

When she brought out the hatchet the 
janitor, after inspecting it closely, of- 
fered her $1 for it. New hatchets of that 
identical kind can be bought in the hard- 
ware store nearby for 70 cents. 

The janitor took the hatchet away and 
came back with $1, which he gave to Mrs. 


Miland. Then the story gradually spread. 


that the hatchet with ' which the Bordengs 
had been murdered had been discovered. 

A man named Duckett, afterward came 
to Mrs. Miland and offered her $7 for the 
hatchet. She immediately went to Janitor 
Osborne and offered an increased price 
for the weapon—more than enough to buy 
a new one, but he refused to part with 
it. Duekett refused to say why he wanted 
the hatchet. 


Unfortunately the police had but little 
he in- 


to work upon. Mrs. Miland, with t 
stinct of a careful housewife, had burned 
the blood-stained newspapers in which the 
hatchet was wrapped and had wiped from 
the hatchet some of the red stains which 
blurred it. 

The original condition of the hatchet ag 
found, its mildewed appearance, the fact 
of its being hidden away so carefully and 
wrapped so particularly, and the fact that 
it was found so close to the scene of the 
murder, would certainly indicate more of 
a connection with the erime than any eVi- 
dence the police ‘have ever brought to 
light, 

If it ‘is really the fatal weapon, then it 
becomes more evident than ever that Ligsgie 
Borden never wielded it, as she could never 
have reached the hiding place over. the im- 
tervening obstacles without discovery, 

Only a man could have committed the 
murder and hidden the hatehet in such @ 
place. 

Straight out in front of the Borden house 
across the street ia a blind alley with @ 
touse to the right and a bare fenced lot 
to the left, At the end of this alley is @ 
heuse; but the murderer passing into the 
open lot could have scaled @ board fence 
six feet high and dropped among the rear 
buildings beyond out of sight of any pute 
suers., 

Then, passing along the narrow open 
space shown In picture on this page, 
ha could have the deserted shed in 
the rear of Mooney's ‘tailor shop, which is 
net entered more ‘than once a week.

~ MISSOURI UNIVERSITY'S NEW AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL TRAIN 
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Car Specially Arranged for the Teaching of Scientific Farming 


About the State—Instructors 
Demonstrations to Those Who 


COLIUMBIA, Mo., June 5. 
“Hil Missouri University has taken its 
school of agriculture to those who 
“ - @re unable to attend the school. A 
modern passenger coach, fitted up with 
charts and agricultural books, and with a 
force of teachers and lecturers, has been 
traveling over the state taking a school 
of agriculture to the homes of the farmers. 
The experimental trip was made several 
months ago and proved so successful that 
the enterprise has passed from an expe- 
rimental to a regularly established depart- 

tnent of the egricultural college. 
. The plan of holding farmers’ Institute 
ectings has beén carried out for a num- 
er of years, and the agricultural college 
nate with the State Board of agricul- 
ure have nvaintalned them, but there has 
keen one class of farmers that could not 
be redched by these meetings. The farmer 
who lives near the emall railroad stations 


‘would not and: could not attend these meet- 


inas. There were no public halig in the 
 gsryail stations, and the school wae in a 
- Quandary as to how to reach them,

The car itself is an ordinary passenger 
coach fitted up much on the same style 
as a “gospel dar.’’ The seats are removed 
at one end, making room for the lecturer 8 
stand. A magic lantern accompanies all 
trips, and the audience is entertained with 
views thrown on a screen at one end of 
the car. These views ate taken from the 
experimental farm at Columbia, showing 
the methods of farming on this farm, 
which is considered a model one. Different 
‘varieties of fruit, grasses, stock and other 
farm products are also shown. 


Scattered around the car are specimens 
of important grasses and forage plants 
such as alfaifa, cow peas, poy beans, va- 
rious clovers and the important grasses 
adapted tr the different sections of the 
state. Al: the standard types of corn are 
shown and the class of soil té which the 
varieties are best adapted js explained by 
the instructor. There is a collection of con- 
centruted feeding stuffs such” ag linseed 
meal, cotton-seed meal, gluten meal’ with 
an accompanying chart showing their com- 
parative value for feeding cattie for beef 
and dairy cows. All the commercial fer- 
tilizers have been examined and analyzed 
at the college farm, and the result of taese 
xperithents is shown in the car... 
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fruit, spraying apparatus, with demon- 
strations of their proper use. The symp- 
toms of the various diseases to which farm 
fruits are subjected is illustrated by pic- 
tures and the fruit itself, 60 that any one 
may learn to detect the disease and prevent 
its spread. 

One of the most interesting exhibits is 
that of insect pests. In this may be found 
all kinds of bugs, from the seven-year lo- 
cust, with a Latin name a yard long to 
the tiny bark bug with an equally long 
nume. The agricuitural college keeps an 
eye on all these bugs with a view to ex- 
terminating them. Prof. Stedman of the 
agricultural college is the entomologist, or 
as the students call him, the bug  pro- 
fessor. No matter how small the bug, Prof. 
Stedman knows him and all his family. A 
rogues’ gallery of all the garden and farin 
bugs is kept, and alongside the bug’s pho- 
tograph is to be found a complete list of 
the crimes ‘he has committed, together with 
the quickest and cheapest way of exter- 
minating him. 

A small but well-stocked library is car 
ricd with the ear for the entertainment of 
visitors. It contaifis books and periodicals 
on subjects of interest to the farmers. 

The lecturers with the car are H. J. Wa- 
ters, F. B. Mumford, J. C. Whitten, D. F. 
Luckey, D. A. Robnett and N.: F. Murray. 
Bach teacher lectures on a special subject. 
Dr, Waters, whois dean of the Agricul- 
tural Collegé and director of the é€xperi- 
mental farm, speaks on “Cattle Feeding,’’ 
“Cate Breeding,” “Improving the Fertil- 
ity of Soil,” “Alfalfa, Clover, Cow Peas 
and Grasses.” “The Agricultural College 
and Pxperiment Station.” 

F. B. Mumford, professor of animal hus- 
bandry, lectures on the same subjects as

ehard,” “Insect Pests and Fungous Dis- 
eases and Their Prevention.”’ 

Dr. Luckey, who is state veterinarian, 
lectures on “Care of the Horse,’ ‘Hog 
Cholera,”’ “‘Blackleg,”’ ‘“‘Control of Conta- 
guous Diseases.” 

D. A. Robnett, president of the Missouri 
Horticultural Society, lectures on “Orchard 
Management and Apple Growing.’ Hon. 
N. F. Murry lectures on ‘‘The Canning in- 
dustry.”’ ; 

The car is not used in all meetings as in 
many large towns, the opera house or some 
public hall is rented and used, but the car is 
open all the time and the instructors in 
charge to give personal instructions to all 
who want it. 

The plan of taking the college to the 
farmers has proven very popular with 
them, and they show their appreciation by 
attending in large numbers. The meetings 
held since the demonstration car was put 
on have far exceeded those held before. 

It should be understood that the Missour! 
State Board of Agriculture and the College 
of Agriculture have no official connection, 
but they actively co-operate in this move- 
ment. Lecturers are taken from both, and 
the management is divided between Dr. 
Waters of the college and Secretary G. B. 
Ellis of the board of agriculture.

NW interesting relic. of Lincoln, the 
A martyred President, has just been 
discovered in ‘he records ox the cir- 
cult clerk of Macon County, Ill. In 1889 
Abraham Lincoln filed a paper while serv- 
ing as guardian, and he wrote the text 
himself. So far as is known this is the 
only handwriting of Lincoln that exists in 
the county records at Bloomington. There 
are some figures on the lower lefthand 
corner of the paper. The first item in- 
dicates the amount of claims that had been 
proved against the estate of the deceased. 
The second indicated what had been se- 
cured from sale of effects. The difference 
indicated the sum that was to be raised 
by the sale of the property indicated tn the 
paper filed for record. 


In this case 30 acres of land were sold, 
the sum being realized reaching $134.57. 
That land today is worth between $3000 and 
#4000, showing the fncreasé tn @ years. 
The records do not show the fee received 
by Lincoln for appearing as guardian ad 
litem. It would be interesting to have this 
figure to compare with the present fees of 
lawyers for such cases.
